WASHINGTON. 
NovV 5 —Plans 
for training and placing hi remuner­ 
ative positions soldiers and sailors 
maimed in the war worked out by the 
United States Employment Service 
and the Federal Board of Vocational 
Education are ready to be put into 
operation. 
The Employment Service has in­ 
structed its representatives through­ 
out the country to obtain Information 
that will be helpful in the placement 
of partially disabled soldiers. 
Sur­ 
veys of labor needs will be made in 
conference with employers to deter­ 
mine where such men can be used 
erfieiently. 
The Board for Vocational Educa­ 
tion will maintain in each hospital 
for the treatment of wounded, a rep­ 
resentative who will confer with dis­ 
abled men before they are discharged 
from the hospital. 
If a man desires 
to continue in the occupation he was 
engaged in before the war and is fit­ 
ted for it, help will be given him in 
finding work for that calling; should 
his Injuries make it necessary for 
him to seek a new means of livli­ 
hood, he will be advised of the lines 
in which he can enter without find­ 
ing his injuries a handicap, and a 
course of training in the work to be 
adopted will be offered. Every effort 
will be made to assist diabled men 
toward that occupotion in which they 
are most interested, and for which, 
because ofaptitude and experience 
on one hand and handicaps on the 
other, they are best suited. 
After the vocational adviser has 
assisted the recuperating patient to 
choose a suitable 
occupation, 
his 
case, with full information, will be 
referred to a local board in his com­ 
munity made up of two representa­ 
tives of the district employment of­ 
fice, one a physician, two representa­ 
tives chosen from the locality, one 
to be an employer and the other a 
representative of labor. 
The board 
will see to his training, 
and while 
it is in progress he will be supported 
by the government and given the 
same allotment, and family allow­ 
ance for dependents as when he was 
in military or naval service. His ex­ 
penses, in the main, will be covered 
from the compensation provided in 
the vocational rehabilitation act. 
Manufacturing establishmens, offi­ 
ces and farms will be used to give 
preliminary training, especially for 
those occupations not yet regarded 
as being within the school or college 
field. 
Afterward, through the Em­ 
ployment Service, a permanent suit­ 
able position will be found for him. 
The Board will keep in touch as 
friend and adviser for such period 
after employment is found as may be 
necessary to complete his re-estab­ 
lishment as a civilian worker.
